HONOLULU, March 28—The subma- 
rine F-4, which disappeared on Thureday, 
has been located deep in the ocean outeide 
the harbor, it was announced tonight. 

The finding of the wreckage was made 
certain when parts of the superstructure 
were brought to the surface. 

Tugs with drags will ertescross in all 
directions, with the object of obtaining a 
sure hold on the huil eo that it can be 
lifted. 

To aid in this work, W. C. Parks, a civil 
engineer, is constructing an immense 
diving bell, a fifty-four inch cast iron 
pipe seven feet in height, fitted with plate 
glass port. The diving bell is expected 
to be ready for usetomorrow. | 

_ Two Days’ Work in Vain. 

The definite locating of the F-4 followed 
a heartbreaking disappointment when it 
was found that the object which a small 
fleet had been trying to lift for two days 
from 300 feet below the ocean's surface 
not the submarine. 

Two divers discovered that chains from 
‘the dredger California, which had been 
fouled with something on the floor of the 
ocean, were not attached tothe lost creft, 
but were hooked on an old anchor of the 
battleship Oregon, lost some time ago. 
Lieut. Charlies E. Smith, who has been 
in constant personal charge of the search 
since the F-4 disappeared, gave orders to 
resume dragging the bottom of the sea, 
which resulted in the finding of the F-4. 


The search today brought forward a 
world’s record for deep sea diving. A 
diver named Agraz, clad only in a jersey 
guit, slightly reinforced, and a diver’s 
helmet, descended in an heroic attempt 
to reach the lower end of 215 feet of 
chain, 

For twenty-two minutes he was going 
down. Then there was a brief wait, and 
Agraz signaled to be pulled. In nine 
and one-half minutes from the signal he 
was at the sufface again, showing no ill 
effects of the unusual performance... 
Another chain was attached to sume- 
thing nimety feet below the surface. A 
diver named Evans at once descended 
along this chain to investigate. He re- 
turned with the statement that it was 
merely caught on the bed of the ocean, 
The positive statement was made here 
today by Naval Constructor Julius A. 
Furer that the. four submarines of the 
Hawaiian division were examined as to 
their stability only a monthago. He said 
that all were found in good condition. 


FIRE DESTROYS DANCE HALL;

City of Brussels, Going at 16 Enots

ROTTERDAM, March 29,°3 a. m.—The 
Eastern Railway steamehip City of Brus- 
sels attempted! to ram an unidentifiedeub- 
marine yesterday, but Capt. Wyatt who 
recently escaped in the steamship Wrex- 
ham from the U-28 and was in charge of 
the City of Brussels, refused to give de- 
tails of the encounter until he has made 
a report to the British consul. . 

While Capt. Wyatt remained mum re- 
garding the incident a member of the 
City of Brussels crew told of the encoun- 
ter, although he could not tell if the sub- 
marine was damaged or sunk. 

“In a calm sea,” the sailor said, ‘* the 
City of Brussels sighted a submarine eight 
miles off the Maaslightship. The subma- 
rine, which was large, hoisted a signal to 
stop immediately. 

“The captain ordered ‘full speed 
ahead’ and continued on his course. The 
submarine started to cross the vessel's 
bows, only to find itself fired on by the 
City of Brussels, which then.was making. 
sixteen knots, two knots above its nor- 
mal speed. — 

“Taken by surprise, the submarine 
began to submerge. Seeing it diving 
Capt. Wyaltt shouted to starboard the 
helm. The City of Brussels came around 
and it wae a race to determine whether 
the submarine would get under before the 
City of Brussels could cut into it.

Russ Official Report. 

Activities along the eastern front is 
covered in the following statement issued 
by the general staff: 

“West of the Niemen [Northern Po- 
land) the engagements on the 27th as- 
sumed an offensive character on both 
sides. A feeble cannonade continues at 
Ossowetsz. 

“In the region of the Rivers Skwa and 
Omulew on the front of Tartak-Wach- 
Zawady, a stubborn fight occurred for 
the posseasion of the German positions. 


During the day we captured 600 prisoners, 


among them five officers, and two ma- 
chine guns. 

“In the Carpathians our offensive de- 
veloped on the 26th, especially in the 
direction of Bartfeld, where we captured 
a new line of heights on a front of about 
35 versts [a verst is two-thirds of a mile). 

**In a bayonet fight for the possession 
of height No. 889, east of the village of 
Miime@rocz, we destroyed three battalions 
of Austrians. In the direction of Mun- 
kacs and Stry we repulsed a series of 
attacks by the enemy, who endeavored 
unsuccessfully to throw a quantity of 
hand grenades into our trenches.” 


Bitter Clashes for Passes. 

VIENNA, via London, March 28.—The 
following official communication was is- 
sued tonight: ¥ 

“The Russian attacks in the Ondawa 
and Laborez valleys (Carpathians) have 
been repulsed. Fighting on both sides of 
the valleys has been diminishing since 
yesterday morning. During the day and 
night there were artillery combets and 
skirmishes. 

“In other parts of the Carpathians 
there was obstinate fighting. We cap- 
tured 1,230 Russians, Pursuing the Rus- 
sians, we took an additional 200 pris- 
oners.”’

That the great war should make many of us pes- 
simistic end should give even the mellorists fits of 
gloom and sadness is altogether natural. But that 
an edueator should seriously question in a journal 
devoted to pedagogical subjects the value and profit 
of all education by reason of the calamitous 
is something ef a surprise. “ Why educate?” is the 
quéry put in Schoo] and Society by a ‘school princi- 
pal. Why educate if méh at this late day can act 

ie now acting—slay and destroy and dev- 
bate and throw away al) civilized restraints? 
Is humanity better off than it was hundreds or thou- 
sands of years ago? If it is not, why educate it? 

The best answer to the last question is another 
question, Why educate whom? Some men will be 
educated unéér amy system of government or social 
and economic relations. Would humanity be better 
off #2 education were made again a monopoly of the 
few? Would diplomacy be more honest and. less’ 
. selfish and shifty if governments were more guto- 
cratic? Is mot general education a check on ambi- 
tion and vanity in those in authority? Is not the, 
diplomatic intrigue and incapacity more 
ility, more publicity, rather than less? 

Moreover, education along certain lines is es- 
sential to industry, to efficiency, to comfort, to 
tolerable existence.

Race, Greed, and Polis Mite 
in Sizzling West Side 
Meeting 


All records for campaign bitterness and 
vitriolic assaults were smashed to smith-. 
ereens last night out on the west side, in 
the “‘ melting pot district,” as the spell- 
binders swung into the final week of the 
mayoralty battle.

Mentions Rosenwald Case.. _ 
Former State's Attorney. Robert Crowe 
declared he saw some significance in the’ 
faet that Julius Rosenw ald, indicted for 
alleged tax dodging, came out for Sweit+ 
wer one day ‘and ‘got his. indictment 
quashed the next. day. 

Mr. Thompson was: present. While oa 
was a little more cautious in his state- 
ments he said he heartily concurred in 
all that had been said: Mr. Crowe said: 

“‘ Nothing hasbeen too vile or too vicious 
' for Sullivan and his gang to use in this 
campaign. Chicago never. before wit- 
neseed such a Janus-faced campaign. 

“ Sullivan made Sweitzer run for mayor. 
Why? Because he figured that Sweitzer 
‘was a German and that would get the Ger- 
man vote, and he also was a member of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians and that 

would get the Irish and Catholic vote. 
' Sullivan figured that he could elect his 
handy man, bis brother’s brother-in-law, 
with the combined German and Catholic 
vote, and that’s why Sweitzer was made 
* the candidate by Sullivan. 


Says Sullivan Furnishes Money. 

“ Fred Rohde has been making a cam- 
Paign among the saloon men, sending” 
them literature picturing Wiliam Hale 
Thompson as a prohibitionist. Sullivan 
and his tribe put up the money for that. 
They aleo put up the money for Marion 
Jrake to wage @ campaign among the 
ministers against Thompson, represent- 
ing him to be a saloon man.and in favor 
of personal liberty. Sullivan and his 
crew hire one crowd to picture Thompson 
as & personal liberty man and another 
to paint ifm as a prohibitionist.

Board Important Factor. 

The board of supervising engineers is also a most im- 
portant factor.

The ordinances provide 
ample machinery for correcting the present traction evils. 

If I am elected mayor of Chicago I will proceed imme- 
diately to give the people adequate street car service, 
through cotperation with the local transportation com- 
mittee, the board of supervising engineers, the appoint- 
ment of an energetic commissioner of public service, and 
the proper use of such powers as are invested in the 
executive. The great problem is not so much the lack 
of authority as it is the lack of a man to enfagee the law.

Loss of Time Costly. | 

The loss of time to our citizens because of this con- 
gestion is equivalent to an enormous sum of money each 
year. Steps must be taken to remedy this condition. 
The downtown switch yard should be dispensed with, 
through universal through routing, a subway, or the 
looping of some lines at the edge of the district. In the 
interval the authorities should see to it that the cars are 
passed through the loop district in shorter time, thus per- 
mitting an increased number of cars on every line and 


Jmaterially improving conditions. 


In a great city like Chicago there always will be traffic 
congestion. When there is no traffic congestion it will 
mean that prosperity has departed. The recent ruling of 
the south park commissioners barring traffic teams from 
Michigan avenue and the fact that the United States 
government will in July haul all the mail by wagons 
through the streets will add to this congestion. It is not 
possible under present conditions always to keep teams 
off the tracks. But it is feasible to minimize the con- 
gestion and to regulate the traffic so as to prevent un- 
necessary delays to street cars. In narrow thorough- 
‘fares the one way street rule, successfully operated in 
Boston, is a partial solution, but the general problem 
must be solved by the most experienced traffic experts,

The ordinances provide, among other things, for a 
board of supervising engineers, which’ represents both 
the city and the companies, in application of the pro- 
visions in the ordinances themselves. They provide for 
the issuance of service orders when deemed necessary 
by the local transportation committee of the city coun- 
cil When these orders are deemed by the board of 
supervising engineers to be reasonable the companies 
are bound to put them into effect without appeal. If 
declared unregsonable by the board of supervising en- 
gineers the city can appeal to the courts. This would 
seem to provide machinery for enforcing good service 
which ought to have a fair trial 


Supplemented by Bureau. 

This machinery is supplemented now by the depart- 
ment of public service. This department, it seems to 
me, can be employed to advantage for making investi- 
gations into and gathering information on specific fea- 
tures and details of the street car service which should 
be valuable to and usable by the local transportation

With all these agencies working together for the 
single purpose of securing better service for the people, 
and working intelligently and sincerely, without play- 
ing politics and without nagging, marked improve- 
ment in service should be secured in a very short time. 

Consideration of innumerable details must precede 
perfection of street car service, There are such ques- 
tions as ventilation, congestion of the loop district, 
looping cars within the business district, and so on, 
which can be considered intelligently only after a mass 
of information in detail is secured. This kind of work, 
too, should fall within the functions of the depart- 
ment of public service. 


As to City’s Powers.
